It Is Now Up to Him to 
Issue or Not Issue Cita- 
tion Asked For, Prosecu- 
tor Says—No Date Fixed 


for Return. 


Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller 
filed in Circuit Judge Thomas J. 
Rowe's court, late yesterday after- 
noon, an information for citation 
for contempt of court againgt Ben- 
jamin H. Reese, managing editor 
ef the Post-Dispatch; Ralph Cogh- 
lan. editor of the editorial page; 
Daniel R. Fitzpatrick, cartoonist; 
and the Pulitzer Publishing Co., 
publishers of the Post-DispateR. 

The Circuit Attorney stated, in 
the information, that in preparing 
and filing it, he acted “at the direc- 
tion and request of the Judge of 
this court,”- Judge Rowe. 

_The contempt charge is based on 
two editorial articles and one car- 
toon relating to the dismissal of 
the extortion charge against State 
Representative Edward M. (Putty 
Nose) Brady, in Judge Rowe’s court 
last Monday. Brady was, indicted 
jointly with John P. Nick, ‘of the 


movie operators’ union, whose case; 


was dismissed by Judge Rowe Jan. 
ll. They were charged with ex- 
torting $10,000 from moving picture 
theater owners in 1936, by threats 
of demands for an increased wage 


: h scale for movie operators. 


Nick and Clyde A. Weston, for- 
mer business agent of the union, 
are due to appear before Judge 
Rowe tomorrow, to answer an in- 
dictment charging them with -ex- 
tortion of $6500 from the theater 
owners in 1937.. The fact of this 
pending trial ig.jmentioned in the 
information file@by Circuit Attor- 
ney Miller. 

“Action Monday As Facts Warrant.” 

Judge Rowe said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
would give the matter considera- 
tion as soon as he had an oppor- 
tunity to examine it, and would 

“take action Monday as the facts 
warrant.” The information was 
not made returnable at any fixed 
time, and can be taken up when- 
ever the Court sees fit. 

Circuit Attorney Miller said to 
reporters: : 

“This is an information inform- 
ing the court. There will be no ar- 
rests pending action by the court. 
It is up to the court to issue or 
not issue the citations asked for 
in the information.” 

The information, an 11-page type- 
written document, set forth a state- 
ment of the Circuit Attorney as to 
the proceedings in the Nick and 
Brady cases, and the pendency of 
the Nick-Weston case. The edi- 
torials of Tuesday and Wednesday, 
and Wednesday's cartoon, on the 
Brady discharge, and on the. ac- 
tion which took place in Circuit 
Judge Ernest F. Oakley's civil di- 
vision, Tuesday, in the injunction 
suit against Nick and Weston, or- 
dering them to pay a total of $38,- 
000 to the union, were attached to 
the document.

Britain tonight traded 13 Italian 
colliers and their cargoes of Ger- 
man coal for assurance that Italian 
ships in neutral ports waiting to 
load German coal would sail for 
Italy with empty holds and that 
in the future Italian cargo steam- 
ers would not be sent to those ports 
to load. 

The agreement ended a bitter 
dispute which started March 1 
when Britain decided to: enforce 
her German export blockade in 
Italy’s direction. 

Tonight’s decision returned to 
Italy upwards of 200,000 tons of 
German coal, The volume of Ger- 
many’s coal exports to Italy has 
fluctuated between six and seven 
million tons during a. normal year.

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WELLES SAYS U.S. 


WANTS ANY PEACE 
T0 BE SAFEGUARD 
OF WORLD TRADE 


Makes Three-Point State- 
ment of Nation’s Aims to 
French, Who Issue Com- 
munique Concerning His 
Talks in Paris. 


FRANCE AGREES 
WITH HIM FULLY 


President’s Fact-Finder Sees 
Members of Polish Gov- 
ernment-in-Exile — He 
Will Go to London by 
Plane Today. 


PARIS, March 9 (AP).—Under- 
secretary of State Sumner Welles 
told the French today the United 
States would insist that the peace 
which follows the European war 
provide strong safeguards for the 
freedom of international trade and 
eliminate resentment and fears be- 
tween nations. | 

Welles’ statement. became public 
through an announcement of the 
French Finance Ministry after Fi- 
nance Minister Paul Reynaud had 
conferred for two hours with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's fact-finder. 

The views of the United States, 
Reynaud responded as quickly as 
he could consult with Premier Da- 
ladier, coincided perfectly with the 
ideas of France. 

The Ministry's communique list- 
ed these three points as having 
been suggested by Welles: 

1. Healthy commercial relations 
must be the basis of political and 
economic peace. 

2. The prosperity of internation- 
al commerce precludes exclusive 
discriminatory agreements between 
two countries. 

3. If world trade is to be re 
constructed after the war it must 
be without resentment or fear of

healthy base, the memorandum 
went on, “demands the elimina- 
tion of excessive, unreasonable 
barriers opposed to the flow of 
merchandise outside of national 
frontiers: acceptance of the rule 
of non-discrimination by applying 
the principle of the most favored 
nation; and the creation in the 
domain of exchange and credit of 
conditions necessary for the multi- 
lateral function of commercial 
dealing.” 

A sharp allusion was made in 
the -memorandum to barriers to in- 
ternational commerce which bel- 
ligerent nations have set up to 
prosecute their warfare on the eco- 
nomic front. 

“All of these barriers are instru- 
ments of economic warfare,” it set 
forth. “Recent experiences have 
shown clearly their destructive ef- 
fects on international commerce in 
peace time and as a result their 
depressing influence on the stand- 
ard of living and the general eco- 
nomic well being between nations, 
as well as their character of gen- 
erating hostility, animosity and 
conflict.” 


Full French Accord. 


The French statement on 
Welles memorandum said: 

“After having conferred with 
Premier Daladier, M. Reynaud gave 
to Mr. Welles the complete accord 
of the French Government on the 
principles set forth in the memo- 
randum. 

“He recalled that these principles 
of liberty were among the things 
for which the Allies are fighting 
and that they they are the same 
principles which have motivated 
the financial and economic agree- 
ments between France and Great 
Britain since the start of the war 
and particularly that of Dec. 4, 
which constituted the first step in 
Europe toward an economic and 
monetary organization founded on 
a regime of liberty.”

Welles devoted the last of his| 


official conferences in Parig to con- 
versations with the heads of the 
Polish Government-in-exile. 
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tor, said Ralph Coghian as editor 
of the editorial page, and said 
Danie] R. Fitzpatrick as cartoonist. 
“On Jan. 8, 1940, the cause of 
the State vs. John P. Nick and 
Edward M. Brady was pending in 
Division No. 12, on an indictment 
charging said defendants with the 
offense of robbery in the third 
degree {commonly called extor- 
tion), a felony. On the said. day 
the State, by the Circuit Attorney, 
announced ready for trial as to 
both.

The State thereupot 
elected to try first John P. Nick. 


Directed Acquittal of Nick. 


“The said trial thereupon pro- 
ceeded, with the jury duly impan- 
eled, and at the close of the State's 
case, on Jan. Ji, 1940, the defend- 
ant, John P. Nick, by his counsel, 
filed a demurrer to the State’s 
evidence, which demurrer was ar- 
gued by counsel for the State and 
the defendant, and on due consid- 
eration, was by the court sustained, 
and the jury thereupon, at the di- 
rection of the court, returned a ver- 
dict of not guilty, acquitting the 
defendant, John P. Nick. | 

“On March 4, 1940, said cause 
again came for trial as against 
the defendant, Edward M. Brady. 
Both the State, by the said Circuit 
Attorney, and the defendant, by 
his counsel, Sigmund M. Bass and 
Paul Dillon, announced ready for 
trial. After a conference held in 
the chambers of Hon. Thomas J. 
Rowe Jr., Judge presiding in said 
Division 12, and presiding at the 
trial of the said Nick, between the 
said Judge, the Circuit Attorney, 
his trial assistant, Robert Y. Wood- 
ward, and the attorneys for Ed- 
ward M. Brady, on the subject of 
the proper procedure and disposi- 
tion of the said cause, the said 
Judge Thomas J. Rowe Jr., in open 
court, calleZ said case for trial and 
asked this informant (the Circuit 
Attorney) if the testimony and evi- 
dence proposed to be adduced on 
behalf of the State in the trial of 
said Brady was and would be the 
same as that which had thereto- 
fore been adduced by the State on 
the trial of the said defendant 
Nick, 

“In answer to said inquiry, your 
informant advised and stated to 
the court that, while there would 
be some additional evidence of- 
fered as against said defendant 
Brady, the evidence of the State 
upon the two main issues (without 
proof of which the State could not 
prevail) namely, the alleged con- 
spiracy between John P. Nick and 
Edward M. Brady and the alleged 
threats made to motion picture ex- 
hibitors resulting in the alleged ex- 
tortion therefrom of the sum of 
$10,000, in the year 1936, was, and 
would be, the same as that adduced 
by the State upon the trial of Nick. 


Suggestion of Dismissal. 


“That thereupon the court, speak- 
ing through the said Judge Thomas 
J. Rowe Jr., indicated and stated 
its Intention to sustain a demurrer 
to the evidence and to direct a 
verdict of not guilty as against 
said defendant Brady, if the State 
should decide to proceed with the 
trial; and that the Court thereupon 
suggested to and advised the Circuit 
Attorney that the State should dis- 
miss the case as against the de- 
fendant Brady, and thereby save 
and avoid the expense and loss of 
time which would necessarily be 
incurred by a fruitless trial of 
said defendant Brady. 

“That thereupan your informant 
as Circuit Attorney and in the 
proper discharge of his duties en- 
tered a nolle prosequi of said charge 
as against said defendant Brady, 
who was by the court discharged. 

“That at all of said times the 
cause of the State of Missouri vs. 
John P. Nick and Clyde A. Weston

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ed by Baker, who identified him 
gs the second man in the assault. 

“That's the man, first time he 
walked in I knew him. I’m posi- 
tive,” Baker declared after view- 
ing Selvaggi at police headquar- 
ters. 

Denies Knowing Dowling. 

Selvaggi, now at liberty on bond, 
has protested that he had no part 
in the shooting of Baker and that 
he did not know Londe, who years 
ago was » member of the Egan 
gang. Selvaggi also denied that he 
knew Dowling. He said he re- 
turned to St. Louis last November 
from California, where he has lived 
most of the time during the last 
five years, when he heard that he 
was wanted in the Baker case. 
Selvaggi added that he. can prove 
he was registered at a tourist camp 
at San Bernardino, Cal. on Nov. 
18, 1938, the day Baker was shot 
in an abandoned house near Creve 
Coeur Lake. 

Baker was lured from a cotton 
plantation near Sikeston, Mo., and 
taken to Creve Coeur Lake, where 
he was shot and left for dead.

Those who 
take and tattle answers, he point- 
ed out, are subject to a $1000 fine 
or two years.in jail. 

Questions which save been men- 
tioned as likely on occasion to 
cause a housewife to. bridle or a 
wage-earner to bristle are: Value 
of home, if owned, or monthly 
rental, if rented; age at last birth- 
day, and the brand new ones, Nos. 
32 and 33, amount of mioney wages 
or salary received (including com- 
missions) and’ “Did this person re- 
ceive income of $50 or more from 
sources other thah money wages 
or salary? . (Yes or No.)” 

Among 15 supplementary ques- 
tions, to be asked of one person in 


20, are these: “Has this woman 
been married more than once? 
(Yes or No); age at first marriage; 
number of children ever born. 

Crosland pointed out.that the 5 
per cent to be asked supplementary 
questions would be selected by 
chance, through a pre-arranged sys- 
tem of numbering, and that __ the 
three inquiries about marriage 
would be asked, of couse, only if 
the twentieth person were a woman. 

The supplementary questions were 
included, Crosland said, to obtain a 
basis for a national study of racial 
origins, number of war veterans 
and fependents, occupations of 
workérs, and persons under social 
security. 

Other questions in the main list 
concern place of residence, sex, race, 
marital status (whether single, mar- 
ried, widowed or divorced) resi- 
dence five years ago, employment 
(whether working, unable to work, 
seeking work or “other”’) and occu- 
pation or industry. Not all of the 
33 main-list questions are to be an- 
swered by everyone. For example, 
employment questions will not be 
asked of children under 14. 


Asked what would happen if 
there were refusals to answer cer- 
tain questions, Crosland said: “We 
will use all our persuasive powers. 
The enumerator will report to one 
of four district supervisors.” 

“What then?” “The supervisor 
will report to me.” 

“And then?” Crosland leaned back 
in his chair again, looked at the 
ceiling and answered: “We will 
cross that bridge when we come to 


it.”

With Crowning Of Queen at- Arena

Huge Formal Garden. 


The Greater St. Louis Flower 
and Garden Show opened yester- 


day at the Arena starring an un- 
counted number of blossoms and 
seven decorative young women 
headed by Miss Grace Quebbeman 
of Lindenwood College, whose reign 
was inaugurated with floral crown 
and scepter and considerable cere- 
mony. 

Probably most of the hundreds 
who flocked to the Arena on open- 
ing day and evening went to see 
the many gardens in the east 
building, for they, traditionally, are 
worth an afternoon of anybody’s 
time. Probably they planned lit- 
tle more than a cursory look around 
the competitive cut flower ex- 
hibits in the main arena. But as 
anyone could see with a glance at 
the lingering afternoon crowd, 
those plans were upset, for the 
whole main-floor is one huge for- 
mal garden. 

Centering the wheatfield-size de- 
sign is an adequately dominant 
fountain, surrounded by a circular 
plot of white hydrangeas and roses, 
orchid-tinted geraniums and cin- 
erarias in colors not too strong. 
Imposing Rows of Roses. 

A small oval garden lies before 
the entrance. Between it and the 
fountain are roses, tall, imposing 
giants like the deep pink Lucille 
Hill and the yellow Mrs. Roosevelt. 
South of the fountain are carna- 
tions, dusky red against pure white, 
and, at the far end, the smaller and 
altogether friendlier sorts of roses, 
all the way down to the dimunitive, 
barely pink-tinged and fairly re- 
cent white Finch. 


Even these little fellows can be 
striking, one notes on pausing to 
study the flowers and the names 
shown on the labels provided for 
the uninitiated. Witness “Autumn,” 
outer petals deep pink, inner bright 
yellow in a contrast as startling 
as some of autumn’s chrysanthe- 
mums. 

The extraordinary thing about 
this garden is that individual flor- 
ists’ booths which border it have 
been so managed this year that 
they do not interfere. One reason 
is that they are not “booths” at 
all, and the elimination of walls 
avoids the goodstiox effect and 
makes them appear rather as tint- 
ed panels, actually contributing to 
the design of the whole. 

Looks Best From Above. 

That effect is best taken in from 
above, and dozens of the visitors 
climbed to seats at the upper 
reaches of the balcony to view it 
from there. On the way down. it’s 
worth while to start in systemat- 
ically, at the right of the entrance, 
and make a round-of the “booths” 
before going over to the east 
building. They tell “The Story of 
Life in Flowers” from birth to 
Golden Wedding, and most of 
them do it with refreshing taste. 

In the east building the visitors 
get fooled again, for here, though 
they expect much on the record of 
earlier shows, they get more. 
George T. Moore, director of Shaw's 
Garden, says it’s the finest display 
of gardens he’s seen in any show 
this side of Chelsea, England. 
Construction and accessories are 
a great part of it, but they don’t 
smother the growing things which

are, after all, what a garden is for. 
Tons of stone have gone-into some 
exhibits. They would, as one artist 
in such things remarked, last for 
a century, but they must come 
down when the show closes next 
Sunday evening. 

Houses, evén, have a place in 
some of the gardens.- One is im- 
mediately to the left of the en- 
trance.to the section from the main 
arena.

It is known that Russia refused 
Finland an armistice until her 
peace terms are accepted, but no 
one would confirm reports that she 
had reduced those terms to de- 
mands for only a part of the Karel- 
ian Isthmus and a secondary naval 
base at the mouth of the Gulf of 
Finland. Previously she also 
claimed Viiruri and the Finnish 
“Gibraltar” at Hango.

EXPERTS BELIEVE 
JAPAN MUST QUIT 
| SECTIONS OF CHINA 


8 Conditions on, ney Front 
to Force Withdrawal if|f 
Stalemate Continues, |B 


Military Men Say. 


SHANGHAI, March 9 (AP).— 
The Japanese have reached a point 
in their 82-month-old undeclared 
war on China When competent for- 
eign military observefs believe they 
must consider withdrawing from 
certain areas. 

This question, experts say, will be 
answered not on the battlefields, 
but in Japan, where the adeno ythes of 
decreased man-power, increased tax- 
ation and disruption of the national 
economy are reported to be grow- 
ing more serious daily. 

Nothing in the nature of a gen- 
eral Japanese collapse is foreseen, 
but foreign military men say that 
if present stalemated conditions 
continue, the Japanese in a few 
months May have to quit some sec- 
tions. 

As they see it, if the invaders do 
pull in their horns it will be done 
first in South China, then in the 
Yangtze Valley if necessary, but 
barring complete collapse, the Japa- 
nese will‘never abandon North Chi- 
na, original objective of their cam- 
paign and where their hold is 
strongest. 

Undeclared Truce. 

Meanwhile, there is virtually ean 
undeclared truce, despite sporadic 
fighting nearly always going on 
somewhere. 

The intervals between major Jap- 
anese offensives are becoming — 
er, and the Chinese show few 
of launching their long-heral ed 
general counter-offensive. 

Foreign military observers and 
close students of the Oriental scene 
attribute the situation to these fac- 
tors: 

Depletion of Japan’s human and 
economic resources; China’s inabil- 
ity to recapture any districts which 
the Japanese really want to hold; 
Japanese peace hopes centered on 
the prospective establishment of a 
Japanese-dominated “Government 
of China” under Wang Ching-wel. 

Japanese military power is scat- 
tered in the vastness of China, Jap- 
anese generals call urgently for 
more men and materials, but the 
home land can supply only limited 
quantities, 

Untrained youth of 18 to 20 are 
the only fresh. Japanese troops 
coming to China—as replacements, 
not reinforcements. Diseases com- 
mon to China—such as malaria 
and dysentery—are reported to be 
sapping the morale of the veterans. 
Shortage of gasoline and bombs 
has forced curtailment of Japanese 
aerial activity except in South 


China, 
Not Yet Ready. 

China’s Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek still is represented as firm 
in his belief that neither the time 
nor his armies are ripe for an all- 
front drive to retake Japanese-oc- 
cupied territory, although the Chi- 
nese are strong enough to force the 
Japanese to keep within fortified 
cities and close to the railroad 
zones. 

The relative positions of the op- 
posing forces have changed little 
since October, 1928, except for the 
Japanese capture of Nanchang last 
March, the South Shansi mopping- 
up drive of mid-July and the Jap- 
anese push into Kwangsi, South- 
west China military and transport 
key point, begun last November. 

As for Japanese peace hopes, the 
invaders now are anxious to avoid 
unnecessary fighting so as to win 
over the Chinese masses to the 
side of Wang Ching-wei. 

The present situation, foreign 
military men say, is favorable to 
the Chinese, patiently playing a 
waiting game, concentrating on 
sabotaging Japanese efforts to 
make conquered areas pay for the 
conquest. 

This is accomplished through 
blockades which prevent Chinese 
products from entering Japanese 
areas, cutting Javanese communi- 
cations and freocuent attacks on 
isolated garrisons.

AST Wednesday, former President 
Hoover was quoted as saying, “This 

talk about a world of idealism after a 

war is sheer nonsense.” Unfortunate, 

but how true! 

Wars are periodically fought with the 
expectation that the finale will bring 
permanent peace. Hope rises that some- 
how out of the bloody welter, divergent 
nations, races, cultures and -wealth will 
be forged into a beautiful, indestructible 
whole. This is the cherished dream of a 
world trembling and helpless in the face 
of devastation. 

But in Europe today, the belligerents 
are not interested in any such pretty no- 


.tien. The forces that propelled them 


into the conflagration have to do with 
economic sterility, with thoughts of 
racial superiority and with deep-rooted 
psychological enmities. 

At least, of this much we may be cer- 
tain—the conflict does not spring from 
humanitarian motives prompted by a de- 
sire to spread balm on a harassed con- 
tinent by uniting it. Rather, it is a 
battle to determine those nations which 
will dominate the others until the next 
outbreak. 

Out of this cauldron of seething hate 
and rivalries it is, indeed, “nonsense” to 
speak of union. Economic exhaustion 
will one day effect the peace, and it 
must, by the very nature of the situation, 
be a military’ peace. 

It is regrettable that such a view must 
be taken at a time when a note of re- 
assurance is sorely needed. However, it 
is necessary to deal honestly with the 
facts of history and events of the pres- 
ent day. 

Long ago, it was said, “The poor al- 
ways ye have with you.” Despair- 
ingly, I am inclined to think of the insti- 
tution of war in the same manner. it is 
always with us.

THE STORM IN GRANDMA'S TEAKETTLE. 

Of all the tempests that ever rattled the lid on 
Grandma’s teakettle, this row over the 1940 census 
is the silliest. 


since William the Conqueror compiled the Doomsday 
Book nearly a thousand years ago, with equal cr 
greater justice, could have been termed a snoop 
census. All of the censuses taken from George. 
Washington’s day to Herbert Hoover’s haye been 
“snoop” censuses—some “snoopier” than this one, 
as for example, in 1860, when Abraham. Lincoln 
and all other citizens were required to give the 
value of their entire estates. 

It is called a New Deal plot. Since when have 


bers of commerce, advertising agencies and market- 
ing experts ganged up to advance the interests of 
the New Deal? These are the sources consulted by 
the Census Bureau in preparing its questions. In 
particular, these sources urged the Bureau to in- 
clude the question on income, so heatedly denounced 
by the authors of the teakettle tempest. 

Citizens, it is contended, should not be required 
to divulge their incomes. This is rather amusing 
to the millions of persons who are required by next 
Friday to file with the Collectors of Internal Reve- 
nue income tax returns in which minute details 
of their incomes are set out, and the truth of which 
they must be prepared to establish by evidence. 
Some critics of the 1940 census have even’ gone 
so far as to say that it is unconstitutional. They 
should read Article 1, Section 2, of the Constitution. 
This requires that the first census shall be taken 
within three years after the first meeting of Con- 
gress, to be followed by further énumerations 
“within every subsequent term of 10 years in such 
manner as they (the Congress) shall by law direct.” 
The information gathered, it is argued, will shat- 
ter the privacy of the American citizen. Tell that 
to J. Edgar Hoover’s G-men who, while they were 
trailing the notorious bandit, John Dillinger, tried 
to persuade the Census Bureau to let them see his 
census report. The answer was “No.” Like all 
other citizens, John Dillinger, to the Census Bureau, 
was not a person but a statistic. 

A great hue and cry is raised because of a ques- 
tion concerning marital status—single, divorced or 
married—to be asked of only 5 per cent of the 
population. Similar questions concerning marital 
status, number of times married and number-of chil- 
dren born have been used in censuses—of the entire 
adult population—since 1880. 

Citizens, it is argued, should not be compelled, 
at risk of fine and jail sentence, truthfully to an- 
swer census questions. Obviously, unless some form 
of compulsion were in the law, the census would not 
be worth taking and the millions of dollars spent 
in taking it would be wasted. But those who com- 
plain about compulsion will have. to take the mat- 
ter up with the Founding Fathers. It was their idea. 

Finally, why does the Government want answers 
to all the questions in the census? This is a kinder- 
garten question. Since it also is a kindergarten rum- 
pus, it may be said that when these answers are filed 
in statistical form, they constitute an invaluable 
store of information upon which to base governmen- 
tal policy. 

The point need not be labored. It may, however, 
be said that the census will reveal priceless informa- 
tion, among many other things, about the under- 
lying conditions of unemployment and relief, on 
which the Government has spent many billions of 
dollars without knowing exactly the extent of un- 
employment or the actual necessities for relief. 
Are not these things worth finding out? 

Now, let’s forget about Grandma’s teakettle and 
think of something more important.

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THE PEOPLE WIN—RAT ALLEY LOSES. 

It was the People vs. Rat Alley. 

That is how the trial of Elmer Dowling at Clayton 
might in truth have been styled. 

The People won. Dowling was found guilty of 
murderous assault upon the Negro, Louis Lee Baker. 
Baker happened to be more than just a citizen. 
Circumstances had made him an important agent 
of the State. He was the State’s principal witness 
in the case of the People against the professional 
criminal, Isadore Londe. In his attempted murder 
of Baker, Dowling had attacked the State. 

Dowling’s conviction is, first of all, therefore, 
an impressive victory for the law, for the State, 
for the People, for the individual security of every 
man, woman and child in this community. 

Dowling’s conviction is also a great personal tri- 
umph for Prosecuting Attorney Stanley Wallach of 
St. Louis County and his assistant, Fred Mueller. 

The prosecution came into court prepared. It 
had assembled an overwhelming body of factual and 
circumstantial evidence. It started with the advan- 
tage of the intended victim’s identification of 
Dowling as ane of his assailants. 

The prosecution fortified the chief witness’ state- 
ments. It found and brought witnesses into court 
who identified Dowling as one of the two men who 
had taken Baker from the cotton farm at Sikeston 
where he had been sent in the hope he would be safe 
from the violence of Londe’s fellow-hoodlums. 

The prosecution found and brought into court 
witnesses who had seen Dowling in the vicinity of 
the place where the witness had been shot. The pros- 
ecution found the woman who ran the apartment 
house where Dowling had engaged a room on the 
day of the shooting—a hideaway for a fugitive from 
the police of the whole country. The prosecution 
found Dowling’s clothing, with its telltale laundry 
marks. 

Indeed, a virtual diary was presented of Dowling’s 
comings and goings, his behavior in carrying out the 
attempted killing and his getaway. It was a detailed 
record of an effort to eliminate a key witness and 
block the State’s action against the bomber, Londe.

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PROGRESS COMES TO AN ANTHOLOGY. 

British institutions cling firmly to tradiiion, but 
they do change now and then with the «mphatic 
demands of the times. Progress has, on :ccasion, 
laid its restless hand on the House of Lords, the 
Bank of England, even the public school system. 
Now another revered institution, the Oxford Book of 
English Verse, feels the summons to modernization. 

This great anthology first appeared in 1/00, pre- 
senting selections from the ranking poets of the 
English-speaking world from 1250' on. [t went 
through 21 editions, and sold a half-million copies. 
New poets now have appeared above the horizon, 
and the distinguished editor, Sir Arthur Quiller- 


caught on, it ought to be revised and ecpanded. 
So he combed the later literature with anxi«us care, 
and now has launched his modernized editicn; mod- 
ernized, that is, not up to 1940, or even 1939, but 
up to 1918. 

'- The rigid standard of this poetical treasure-house 
is shown by the fact that the poet laureate, John 
Masefield, enters its august pages for the first time 
in the new volume. Other discoveries of the re- 
vised work are such established names as A. DB. 
Housman, Alfred Noyes, Ernest Dowson, -Rupert 
Brooke, Thomas Hardy, Walter de la Miire and, 
from this side of the Atlantic, William Cullei Bryant 
and Emily Dickinson. There may be post-war 
poets whom the critical world looks on with some 
approval, but the Oxford refuses to be hurried in 
its appraisals. Perhaps about 1980, but rot now, 
if you please, 
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“THE MAN WITH THE HOE.” 

Edwin Markham went to sleep one night, an un- 
known middle-aged California school teaclier. He 
awoke to find himself famous. His poem, “The Man 
With the Hoe,” first published in the San F'rancisco 
Examiner on Jan. 15, 1899, literally swept the coun- 
try. Everybody read it. Everybody was quoting it. 
In a chapter devoted to the phenomenon in his his- 
tory of “Our Times,” Mark Sullivan writes: 

The clergy made the poem their text, plat- 
form orators dilated upon it, college proij'essors 
lectured upon it, schools took it up for study. 

‘ . The president of Leland Stanfori Uni- 
versity, David Starr Jordan, used it as the theme 
of a lecture. . . . The New York Herald asked: 
“Has a great poet arisen.in the teeming West? 
Is . . . @ revolution impending in America—a 
bloodless revolution this time, fought no: with 
bullets but with ballots? If so, Edwin Markham 
will prove to be at once its despised prophet 
and accepted high priest.” 

To such acclamation the author was pliased, of 
course, to respond. He had found his ingpii‘ation in 
Millet’s painting. “As the terror and power of the 
picture was growing on me,” he explained, “I saw 
that the creation of the painter was no mere peasant, 
no chance man of the fields, but he was rather a 
type, a symbol of the toiler brutalized throigh long 
ages of industrial oppression. I saw in this peasant 
the slow but awful degradation of man throagh end- 
less, hopeless and joyless labor.” 

So, at 46, the school teacher left the cléss room 
forever for the profession of literature. He had 
written acceptable verse before the masterpiece and 
later did. an impressive body of poetry, some of 
it of sheer lyrical beauty, but his fame sprang 
Minerva-like from his Jovian jeremiad, aid there 
it securely rests. 

There were other voices of arraignment, as the 
world struggled out of a disastrous pani: into a 
prosperity sponsored, so to speak, by the Kiondike’s 
gold and the evolution of corporate enterprise into 
the then Gargantuan trust, Bryan’s evsngelistic 
fervor, the blazing rage of Theodore Rw«osevelt’s 
shrill realism were blasts of accusation. But the 
40 subsequent fabulous years have brought no ade- 
quate solution to the problem posed in Miirkham’s 
poem:

If one looks at Europe ob- 
jectively, neither side seems to have a 
monopoly of right—except the kind of right 
which is judged by its own particular and 
rather momentary standards. 

For instance, one of the banners which 
“democratic” peoples follow is called “Equal- 
ity of Opportunity.” But this flag now 
waves before the German legions in their de- 
mand for equality of opportunity in the. in- 
fluence and possessions of the world today, 
while the “democratic” armies of England 
and France stand defending empires of con- 
quered and hereditary wealth, So that we 
find “equality of opportunity” within a na- 
tion called “democratic” and “right” by the 
same people who call the demand for “equal- 
ity of opportunity” among nations “totali- 
tarian” and “wrong.”

Trotsky’s Career 


EON TROTSKY became a 

revolutionist when in his 

teens. At 19 his native Rus- 
sia sent him to Siberia for four 
years, but he escaped in three. 
He made his way to London, 
met Lenin. He returned to 
Russia, took part in the 1905 
abortive revolution, was sen- 
tenced to Siberia for life. This 
time he made his getaway in six 
months. 

An exile, he wandered about 
Europe until after the begin- 
ning of the World War, then 
went to New York, where he 
devoted himself to left wing 
journalism. In March, 1917, the 
Czar was superseded by the 
Kerensky bourgeois’ republic. 
Trotsky returned to Russia. 

Failure of the Kerensky re- 
gime, among other things, to 
make peace with Germany, 
strengthened the position of the 
Communists. Trotsky then was 
in charge of the Workers’ So- 
viets (councils) of Petrograd. 
Kerensky ordered the workers’ 
groups to place their armed men 
under his supervision. Trotsky 
refused. The Bolsheviks, with 
Lenin as their leader and Trot- 
sky as his first lieutenant, over- 
threw the Kerensky goyern- 
ment. During the civil War that 
followed, Trotsky was in com- 
mand of the Red army. Mean- 
time, Kerensky fled and the 
Czar and his family were exe- 
cuted. 

In 1924 Lenin died and Stalin 
took power. Friction between 
Trotsky and Stalin continued 
after Lenin’s death. Trotsky 
Was exiled in 1928 and went to 
Turkey. Later he found refuge 
in France, then in Norway. Late 
in 1936, Norway refused him 
further residence and President 
Cardenas offered him refuge in 
Mexico.

MR. TROTSKY: 
YT cannot be doubted that con- 
| @trol over the military bases on 
“the Baltic coast represents strate- 
gical advantages, but this alone 
can. not determine the question of 
‘invasion of neighboring states. The 
‘defense of an isolated workers’ 
istate depends much more on the 
support of the laboring masses 
all over the world than on two or 
three supplementary _ strategical 
points. This is proven incontro- 
vertibly by the history of foreign 
intervention in our civil war of 
1918-20. : 
Robespierre said that peoples do 
not like missionaries with bay- 
Naturally that does not 
exclude the right and duty to give 
military aid from without to peo- 
ples rebelling against oppression. 
For example, in 1919 when the En- 
tente strangled the Hungarian 
Revolution, we naturally had the 
right to help Hungary by military 
measures This aid would have 
been understood and justified by 
the laboring masses of the world. 
Unfortunately we were too weak 
. ,. at present the Kremlin is 
much stronger from the military 
point of view. However, it has 
lost the conf,dence of the masses 
both inside thy country and abroad, 
If there were Soviet democracy 
in the U. 8 S. R.; if the tech- 
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particularly for its nearest neigh- 
bors, that the present world ca- 
tastrophe would inevitably throw 
the masses of Poland (not only 
Ukrainians and White Russians but 
also Poles and Jews) as the masses 
of the Baltic border states on to 
the road of union with the U.

S far as I can judge, the strate 

Aeica plan, abstractly consid- 

ered, was sufficiently correct; 
but it underestimated Finland's 
power to resist and ignored such 
details as the Finnish winter, con- 
ditions of transportation, supplies 
and sanitation. In his satirical 
yerne on the Crimean campaign of 

1855 the young officer, Leo Tolstoy, 

wrote: 

“Easily written on paper, 

But the gullies forgotten. 

And we had to march in them.” 

Stalin’s decapitated and demoral- 
ized general staff repeats textually 
the strategists of Nicholas I. 

On the 15th of November last I 
wrote to the editor of one of the 
most widely read American 
weeklies: “During the next period, 
Stalir will remain Hitler’s satellite. 
During the coming winter he will 
in all probability make no moves. 
With Finland, he will conclude a 
compromise.” Facts showed that 
my prognosis was incorrect on this 
final point. The error was pro- 
voked by the fact that I ascribed 
to the Kremlin more political and 
military sense than it demonstrated 
in reality. Finnish resistance, it 
is true, rlaced the prestige of ‘he 
Kremlin at stake, not only in Es- 
tonia, Latvia and Lithuania, but 
also in the Balkans and Japan. 
Having told A, Stalin was com- 
pelled to tell B. (See Footnote 3). 
But even from the point of view 
of his own ends and methods, he 
didn’t have to attack Finland im- 
mediately. A more patient policy 
could never have compromised the 
Kremlin as much as have its shame- 
ful defeats in the course of il 
weeks. 


“Astonishing Argument.”

ening and direct decomposition of 
the Red Army. It clarifies suffi- 
ciently, according to my opinion, 
both the present failures of the 
Red Army and the growing diffi- 
culties in industry. All the contra- 
dictions and defects.of the regime 
always find a concentrated expres- 
sion in the army. The enmity be- 
tween the laboring masses and the 
bureaucracy corrodes the army 
from within. Personal independ- 
ence, free investigation and free 
criticism are no less necessary for 
the army than for the economy. 
Meanwhile the Red Army officers 
are put under the control of political 
police in the form of careerist com- 
missars. Independent and talented 
commanders are being exterminat- 
ed; the others are destined to con- 
stant fear. In such an artificial 
organism as the army where pre 
ciseness of rights and duties is in- 
evitable, nobody in reality knows 
what is permissible and what is 
tabu. The thieves and chiselers 
operate behind a patriotic front of 
denunciations. Honest people be- 
come disheartened. Alcoholism 
spreads more and more widely. 
Chaos reigns in the military sup- 
plies. 

Parades celebrated on Red Square 
are one thing, the war is quite an- 
other. The planned “military stroll” 
into Finland converted itself into 
a merciless agcounting of all as- 
pects of the totalitarian regime. it 
uncovered the bankruptcy of the 
leadership and the inadequacy of 
the high commanding staff appoint- 
ed because of its servility rather 
than for its talent and knowledge. 
Besides, the war uncovered an ex- 
treme lack of proportion in the dif- 
ferent branches of Soviet economy, 
in particular the poor state of trans- 
portation and various kinds of mili- 
tary supplies, especially of provi- 
sions and clothing. The Kremlin 
constructed, not without success, 
tanks and planes, but neglected 
sanitation, gloves and boots, The 
living man who stands behind all 
machines was completely forgotten 
b the bureaucracy. 

The question of whether the de- 
fense of “one’s own” from foreign

another country is involved, has an 
immense and in some cases decisive 
importance for the mood of the 
army and the nation. For an of- 
fensive revolutionary war are nec- 
essary a genuine enthusiasm, ex- 
tremely high confidence in the 
leadership and great skill in the 
soldier. Nothing of this was shown 
in the war Stalin undertook with- 
out technical and moral prepara- 
tion. 


The final result of the struggle 
is predetermined by the relation of 
forces. The half million of the Red 
Army will strangle the Finnish 
army in the end if the Soviet-Finn- 
ist war does not resolve itself in 
the next few weeks into a general 
European war or if Stalin dées not 
find himself forced to compromise, 
i. e., to retreat through fear of Brit- 
ish-French-Swedish intervention.

Finnist: Yar. The monstrous cen- 
tralization of the entire industry 
and commerce from top to bottom 
such as the compulsory collectiv- 
ization of agriculture, were deter- 
mined, not by the needs of social- 
ism, bit by the greed of the bu- 
reaucriicy to have everything with- 
out exception in its hands. This 
repugnant and by no Means nec 
essary violence against the econ- 
omy and the man that disclosed 
itself clearly enough in the Moscow 
“sabotige” trials, found its cruel 
punishment in the Finnish snow 
drifts.

ONSIDERING Russia's vast- 

ness and its numerous bor- 
ders and actual and potential 
enemies, what is its immediate 
future? 


MR. TROTSKY: 

HE invasion of Finland if- 

dubitably provokes a silent con- 

demnation by the majority of 
the population in the U. S. S. R. 
However, at the same time, the 
minority understands and the ma- 
jority feels, that behind the Finn- 
ish question, as behind the question 
of the errors and crimes of the 
Kremlin, stands the problem of the 
existence of the U. 8S. 8. R. Its 
defeat in the world war would sug- 
nify the crushing not only of the 
totalitarian bureaucracy but also 
of the planned state economy; it 
would convert the country into a 
colonial booty for the imperialist 
states. The peoples of the U. 8. 
S. R. themselves have to crush the 
hated bureaucracy. They cannot 
bestow this task on either Hitler 
or Chamberlain. The question is 
whether as a result of the present 
war, the entire world economy will 
be reconstructed on a planned scale, 
or whether the first attempt of this 
reconstruction @will be crushed in a 
sanguinary convulsion, and impe- 
rialism will receive a new lease on 
life until the third world war 
which can become the tomb of 
civilization. 


Incorrect to Overestimate

MR. TROTSKY: 


UR differences with the leade:- 
ship of the so-called Communist 
party of the U. 8. S. R. ceased 
a long time ago to carry a theoreti- 
cal character. The “Marxist-Len- 
inist” line is not at all the issue 
now. We accuse the ruling clique 
of having transformed itself into a 
new aristocracy, oppressing and 
robbing the masses. The bureauc- 
racy answers with accusations that 
we are agents of Hitler (as it was 
yesterday) or agents of Chamber- 
lain and Wall Street (as of today). 
All this bears very little resem- 
blance to theoretical differences be- 
tween Marxists. 


It is about time that serious 
people cast aside the spectacies 
which the professional “friends of) 
the U. 8. S. R.” put on the nose of 
radical public opinion. It is about 
time to understand that the pres- 
ent Soviet oligarchy has nothing in 
common with the old Bolshevik 
party, which was a party of the op- 
pressed. Degeneration of the ruling 
party, supplemented by bloody 
purges, was the result of the back- 
wardness of the country and the 
isolation of the revolution. It is 
true that the social upheaval 
brought important economic suc- 
cesses, Nevertheless, the produc- 
tivity of labor in the U. 8. S. R. 
is five, eight or 10 times lower thah 
in the United States. The immense 
bureaucracy devours a lion’s share 
of the modest national income. The 
second part is consumed by the 
armed forces.

The bureaucracy plays 
the role of distributor of goods and 
retains the choicest morsels for it- 
self. The higher layer of the bu- 
reaucracy lives approximately the 
same kind of life as the well-to-do 
bourgeois of the United States and 
other capitalist countries.

PROJECT FOR MISSOUR 


Castee! Seeks Federal Approval 
“of Renovation Work as 
State’s Biggest Program. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 9 
(AP).—The State’s biggest WPA 
project—a $5,500,000 renovation pro- 
gram for Missouri's primary and 
secondary road systems—was an- 
nounced today by WPA Adminis- 
trator B. Marvin Casteel. 

The project, sponsored by the 
State Highway Department; still 
must be approved in Washington. 

Castee]l estimated the undertak- 
ing would give employment to 5132 
WPA laborers for a year. Tech- 
nical employes would be furnished 
by the Highway Department. To 
errry out the: project, the State 
would furnish $1,625,343 and the 
Government $3,939,499 in WPA 
funds, 

“This is one of the best project 
undertakings we could have,” Cas- 
teel said. “The technical and su- 
pervisory personnel is hard to 
equal in all departments.” 

Under the project WPA men, 
following plans laid out in advance 
by Highway Department experts, 
would grade and gravel farm-to- 


feeder roads into major links of 
the secondary system. The pro- 
gram contemplates landscaping and 
other improvements on the primary 
road system also. 

Types of work included in the 
project are concrete and bituminous 
paving, gravel surfacing, riprap and 
revetment, curbings, erosion con- 
trol and landscaping.

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MAJ. ELIOT TELLS HOW END |

INTERESTS OF ALL BUT ALLIES 


Russia, Germany and Sweden Have Reasons 
to Desire Settlement, He Finds—As for 
Finland, Decision May Hinge on Nature of 
Aid Believed to Be in Prospect.

| LMOST every diplomatic move in Europe these days has its mil- 


itary implications or motives. Those of the present Russian-Finn- 


ish armistice negotiations are 


tions are primarily concerned—Russia, Finland, Germany, Sweden— 
with the Allies certainly scarcely less interested. 


Finland, having called up her last 
or almost her last reserves, faced 
with the prospect of further relent- 
less pounding on the weakening 
right flank of the Mannerheim line, 
with the spring thaws still weeks 


away and with the fall of Viipuri 
imminent, might well grasp at the 
chance of a reasonable peace if one 
eould be had on terms which would 
not compromise her national inde- 
pendence. This is not to say that 
Finland is beaten; but her military 
future certainly depends, if the war 
proceeds, on the measure of the 
help she gets from outside. Her 
own resources are very near ex- 
hausted, especially in the matter of 
manpower. It may be the prospect 
of outside help, or the lack of it, 
which will determine Finland's 
final decision in the matter of an 
armistice. 

Sweden’s position becomes more 
difficult with every day the Rus- 
sian-Finnish war proceeds. Her 
people and her government cannot 
regard with other than the grav- 
est anxiety and the deepest sym- 
pathy the overrunning of Finland 
by Russia. Sweden has no desire 
for Russia as a neighbor either 
along her northeastern frontier or 
along the opposite shore of the 
Gulf of Bothnia and in the Aaland 
Islands. The popular pressure for 
giving aid to the Finns has already 
resulted in considerable “unofficial” 
action of this sort, and there is 
evident, despite the strict censor- 
ship, an increasing pressure for ac- 
tive Swedish participation in the 
war on Finland’s side. 


External Pressures. 


Were Finland and Russia the only 
factors to be considered, there is 
little doubt that this participation 
would have long since taken place, 
and very likely (considering the 
qualities of the Swedish fleet and 
land forces) have been decisive of 
the result. But there are other 
and external pressures which the 
Swedes must take gravely into ac- 
count. On the one hand, the Al- 
lies are increasing their insistence 
on sending through Swedish ‘terri- 
tory not only supplies but troops 
to Finland’s assistance. On the 
other hand, Germany—much closer 
to Sweden and a much more imme- 
diately formidable factor in Swedish 
calculations—is threatening dire re- 
sults if Sweden permits the Allies 
to do any such thing, is indeed de- 
manding that Sweden stop helping 
the Finns herself. 

Obviously, from the Swedish 
viewpoint, the best possible solu- 
tion would be a termination of the 
war, which would enable her to re- 
sume her neutral] status, remove 
the fear of becoming an Allied- 
German battlefield, and relax the 
strain-of aiding Finland—provided 
always that the war could be end- 
ed on such terms as would leave 
Finland a strong and independent 
Btate and would exclude Russia 
from such threatening positions as 
Hango. Terms which would in ef- 
fect destroy Finnish independence 
would be a direct menace to Swe- 
den, and would certainly not be 
acceptable to the Swedish people. 


Germany’s Fears, 

From the German viewpoint, also, 
termination of the war on reason- 
able terms is the most satisfactory 
solution for the moment. First, 
it deprives the Allies of any fur- 
ther excuse for seeking to interfere 
in the affairs of Northern Europe, 
an interference which threatens to 
extend Allied military power into 
areas where it would be a deadly 
menace to Germany. The specter 
of the Allies in the Baltic is one 
which haunted German strategists 
in the last war, and is far nearer 
realization today than ever in 1914- 
1918. Next, from the economic 
angle, the assured supply of Swed- 
ish iron ore is necessary to German 
industry, and is far more certain 
while Sweden remains neutral than 
it would be were Sweden a belliger- 
ent on either side. 

Too considerable a Russian ad- 
yance toward the Gulf of Bothnia 
eannot be satisfactory to Germany, 
in the long view. The Russians at 
Hango today may mean the Rus- 
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not difficult to analyze. Four na- 


Turk concentration in the Near 
East, and which Germany would 
prefer Russia to be able to defend, 
if need be, undistracted by any 
Finnish war; indeed, it is hard to 
see how Allied intervention in the 
Finnish affair could be undertaken 
without creating a state of war be- 
tween the Allies and Russia, and 
the loss of those distant Caucasian 
oil fields as a potential source of 
supply for Germany would be the 
almost inevitable result. It is true 
that Germany might, were she to 
assume the offensive at some later

date, be greatly advantaged by the 
possession of points on the Norwe- 
gian coast as submarine bases; but 
an excuse for an offensive move- 
ment northward can always be 
trumped up by the Germans if they 
need it, and might better come at 
a time when the Allies are not as 
ready with counter-moves as they 
probably are at the moment. 


Russia’s Position. 


As for the Russians, they can- 
not be too pleased with the results 
to date of their Finnish opera- 
tions. If the war continues, it 
seems certain thet strong Allied 
help will be sent to Finland, even 
if this means a landing in the Arc- 
tic. The Russians may be able to 
take Viipuri, but they can hardly 
hope to break clear through the 
lake barriers before the thaws 
come to check the operations- of 
their armored troups and confine 
their columns to the roads. They 
have their own anxieties, not only 
in the Balkans and the Caucasus, 
but in the Far East, where, after 
a period of rapprochement, there 
are signs of worsening relations 
with Japan. 


Thus as regards these four Pow- 
ers, there is certainly a basis for 
negotiation, some area of agree- 
ment of interest which makes it 
possible at any rate to discuss a 
cessation of hostilities. But such 
a cessation would not by any 
means be to the interest of the Al- 
lies, 


They are first of all glad to have 
Russia kept busy on the Finnish 
frontier. Whatever their purposes 
may be in the Balkan-Black Sea 
area, these purposes cannot but 
be forwarded by a diversion of 
Russian strength and Russian re- 
sources to the northward. The ex- 
cuse of helping beleaguered Fin- 
land is an excellent one for get- 
ting Allied forces into the Baltic 
region, and thus opening up a Ger- 
man flank to attack, 


Straw in Wind. 


In the larger issues of the war, 
it may be remarked ‘that the pres- 
ent German attitude gives some 
slight ground for the supposition 
that Germany is not preparing an 
immediate offensive; in other 
words, that Germany prefers a sit- 
tight policy, indicating that so far 
the Allied blockade has not proved 
so effective as to compel the Ger- 
mans to seek quick victory by mili- 
tary means. 

It is certainly upon this factor, 
the effectiveness or lack of effec- 
tiveness of the blockade, that the 
German decision as to offensive 
operations will hinge; any German 
move toward preserving the status 
quo, however indefinite, gives a pos- 
sible hint as to Germany’s attitude. 
Remember, only the Germans know 
just how effective the blockade has 
so far proven; others can only 
guess. The German attitude in the 
Russian-Finnish matter is by no 
means a clear and certain portent 
of the future; it is no more than a 
straw in the wind, and a very small 
and uncertain-straw at that. Mean- 
while the Germans seem anxious to 
make capital with Italy out of the 
Finnish crisis, no doubt welcoming 
an opportunity to parade them- 
selves at Rome as the possible 
saviors of Finland from the Red 
hordes. A completely cynical ob- 
server might indeed begin to spec- 
ulate upon the possibility -that, 
Russia having served her purpose 
to Germany in the Polish affair, 
and having proven a broken reed 
in the matter of military support 
and holding out little promise of 
effectiveness as a source of supply, 
the Germans may now be ready to 
abandon the Russian-German pact 
and are seeking a return to the old 
axis partner from whom their rap- 
prochement with Moscow alienated 
them, Hitler's alleged’ references 
to Gibraltar, Malta and Suez are

PEDESTRIANS ARE PAMPERED 
AND SPOILED, NANGLE SAYS 


Judge Urges That They Be Given 
Benefits of Engineering and 
Then Forced to Observe Laws. 
The plight of the pedestrian, 
“who has been walking into trouble 
these many years,” was discussed 
by Police Judge James F. Nangle 
in a radio address yesterday in 
connection with Mayor Bernard 
F. Dickmann’s safety campaign. 
The speaker declared that the 
pedestrian, “a problem child of 
the streets and highways,” has been 
neglected while millions of dollars 
were being poured into ribbons of 
concrete for motorists.

“Let us give the pedestrian the 
benefits of modern highway en- 
gineering—footpaths, walk signals, 
good lighting, underpasses, over- 
passes, and let us educate him in 
using these aids properly,” Judge 
Nangle said. “Then let us demand 
of him the same strict observance 
of traffic laws that we demand of 
the driver.” 

P. F..Drury, director of safety 
for the Automobile Club of Mis- 
souri, in a radio talk recommended 
caution and courtesy as “the two 
outstanding habits that will prac- 
tically guarantee safety on the 
streets and highways.”

You’ think, though, that these 
people would be excited. They’re the victims of last night’s rob- 
beries, stick-ups, assaults. They’re down hire this morning, instead of 
being in church, to try to identify some guy who stuck a gun in their 
ribs and walked off with their wallet, or to jay “that’s the bird’ of some 
boy who, without leave, borrowed their auiomobile. 


The room itself is somewhat like a jheater. Up front there’s a 
stage. A bare stage. The only trimmings are two signs that read “No 
Smoking” and “Silence,” and a height chart painted on the wall as 
a sort of backdrop. A transparent curtain of some sleazy, gauze- 
like material runs from ceiling to floor at the front. An obliging 
policeman sitting next to me whispers that it’s a trick curtain that lets 
the audience see the prisoners, without beirig seen.

The Captain is droning . . . “Picked up for shoplifting . . . Pre 
vious convictions ...”

She looks just like Mammy in 
Gone With the Wind. The Captain wants to verify her name. She 
mumbles it. The name of a once-famous movie actress: The audi- 
ence giggles, Mammy digs her shiny black face into the moth-eaten 
fur collar of her worn black coat. 

“Shoplifting .. .” the Captain reads. You wonder, maybe if she 
eould get a job taking in washing or something...

Now there is a man on the stage. The informative officer on my 
right tells me the poor fellow is suffering from a type of hang-over 


, known scientifically at Headquarters as the Hungarian Horrors. He 


is charged with assault. Canned heat makes folks do strange things. 
Now a Negro in an orange and black stocking cap. The audience 
titters as the Captain says “Take off your hat” and the man doesn’t 
move. “All right, bud,” the Captain says in good-natured impatience, 
“then take off your stocking cap.” The Negro’s thick lips. break into 
a@ smile and he drags off his cap. “Suspected of murder . . .” 
Again the line is beginning to stretch across the stage. A man 
badly in need of a shave has been beating hotel bills. A natty look- 
ing gent in a double-breasted suit’ and yellow shoes is charged with 
larceny. A thick-jowled man in a sweater and tweed pants had a rec- 


ord for sex crimes. A lanky, loose-jointed yellow Negro is held on 


suspicion of murder, a : 

Some of them look hungry, you say to the officer, and learn 
that during the first 20 hours they are held in the cold steel hold-over 
downstairs they get bologna sausage and bread. Held longer than 
that, they get a hot meal, 

The hunger line of reasoning out, you say they can’t help it. 
They were whipped three generations back. And the cop says, “Okay, 
lady: Have your way. What would you do? Turn ‘em all loose?” 

Down the long hall, smelling vaguely of disinfectant and into the 
elevator.

Back in 1932, Carlton Morse, a 
San Francisco newspaper man, who 
had been writing lurid mellers for 
the earlier broadcasts, got started 
on “One Man’s Family” and saw it 
produced in the National Broad- 
casting Co.’s Western studios. It 
was only a sustaining program at 
first. That is to say, it had no 
sponsor, with nothing—no pills, 
soups, cheese or shirts—to sel] on 
the side. That little matter was 
overcome the following year, when 
a big oil company took it under its 
wing, as far as the Pacific Coast 
was concerned. It had become pop- 
ular, running without interruption

ROM the looks of the title of the new picture at the Ambassador 

Theater, everybody around the studio must have had a hand in 

making it up. The billing reads this way: Edward G. Robinson in 
“The Story of Dr. Ehriich’s Magic Bullet.” It could have been “Dr. 
Ehrlich,” or “The Magic Bullet,” or “The Story of Dr. Ehriich.” In- 
stead, it's the whole works. And all this pother would not be raised if 
it weren't that the title may frighten some persons away from one 
of the finest pictures of 1940. 

Perhaps that “bullet” business is in there to appeal to Robinson's 
admirers, who remember him as “Little Caesar” and many another 
gangster or gunman. “The Story of Dr. Ehriich’s Magic Bullet” isn't 
a story of gang war and tommy guns, but one of war against disease. 
As Dr. Ehriich, Robinson is a German bacteriologist who wears a 
beard and fools around with iest tubes and microscopes and germs. 
He's the kind of fellow Paul Muni was in “The Story of Louis Pas- 
teur”—a microbe hunter. 

In fact, he’s so much like Muni and so unlike Robinson that the 
boys in the Warner home office, to quote Variety, are simply referring 
to the new film as Edward G. Robinson in “The Life of Paul Muni.” 


Dr. Paul Ehrlich, German bacteriologist and Nobel Prize winner 
who died in 1915, is most famous as the discoverer of the drug known 
as “606,” effective in the treatment of syphilis. The audience is not 
burdened with this knowledge until the film is nearly two-thirds gone 
and even then is not faced with much evidence of “man’s most vicious 
disease.” The picture is a dignified, dramatic story of a scientist's 
eareer. 

Robinson's characterization is as astonishing as his makeup. A 
meek little man, he goes about his business calmly yet eagerly takes 
up any clew to the study of a disease or its remedy. As his beard 
whitens, he becomes successively occupied with the consideration of 
dye substances, snake venom, diphtheria and syphilis. His great 
triumph comes when his great remedy is vindicated in court in a libel

decreed an embargo on German exports, ostensibly in retaliation for 
indiscriminate Nazi mine warfare. This was to cut down German credits 
abroad, so that she could not use them to buy goods to import and was 
especially expected to hurt her cash trade in the Balkans. But this export 
blockade was applied only partially, 18 countries, including the United 
States, being allowed to continue to import some goods from Germany. 

Meanwhile, England attempted to negotiate a treaty with Italy t 
exchange Welsh coal for $80,000,000 worth of Italian armaments. This 
fell through, and, although the British denied it was to put pressure 
on Italy, shipment of German coal sea from Rotterdam to 
Italy was stopped by the British.

As the poor condition of German railroads makes necessary shipment 
by water of at least a thiid of the German coal exports to Italy, Italy was 
on a spot.

Apparently England did not expect Mussolini would do more than 
fume. For although Italy could seriously threaten the Mediterranean 
lines of supplies for the Eastern armies the Allies have assembled, 
possibly prevent any Ecistern or Balkan campaign for some time, and 
draw more troops from the Maginot line to oppose her, the incident 
dramatically illustrated just how vulnerable she is to blockade, particu- 
larly in the vital war essentials of coal, iron and oil. And with rumors 
that an Allied fleet is off Petsamo, Finland, to block any Russian 
shipments to Germany tlirough Norwegian territorial waters, it looked as 
if the Allied blockade w«uld squeeze down harder and harder. The next 
possible steps, although they involve even graver risks of extending the 
theater of war, are to cut down the Swedish and Norwegian iron ore 
shipments to Germany ilong the Norwegian coast and the blockade of 
Russian oil shipments tc Germany through the Black Sea.
